A great Number of Perſons, moſt of them Deſerters, being aſſembled at the 
Sambla's on the Coaſt of Carthageen, and his Excellency by Advice of his 
Council having ifſu'd outa Proclamarion ſignifying, That he had paſs'd her Maje- 
ſty's general Pardon to all ſuch as would return: The Anſwer thoſe Perſons 
gave, was that their Crimes did not keep them from Jamaica, but the want of 
Means to ſubſiſt when they ſhould come; and ſome of theſe very People who 
came in upon the ſaid Pardon and Proclamation have left the Iſland again, and 
gone back to the Sambia v. EE,

The Additional Duty Act of this Ifland is the Fund out of which has always 
been raiſed the neceſſary Support of the Government, and the only Mony they 
have had whereby to fit out Parties againſt rebellious Negroes; and at this very 
Juncture of time, the Government find a Neceſſity of making uſe of this Act, 
for the fitting out two Sloops or Brigantines for the Defence of the Creeks and 
Harbours of this Iſland, without which they are no ways able to ſupport the 
great Charge thereof, and, what is humbly conceiv'd, will be thought a very 
great Burthen upon the Iſland, beſides the Support of the Regiment which they 
are oblig d to make an additional Subſiſtence for. 

Before the Demand of Duties by the Collector upon the American Act, the 
beſt Prizes were Wine and Brandy, and other Goods brought from Old France 
to Petit Guavers and Leogand, which was the Reaſon that the private Ships 

of War belonging to this INand moſtly cruiz'd to Windward in Queſt of them, 

which had this further good Effect, that laying on the way for our Merchant 
Trading Ships, they at the ſame time ſecur d them and our Coaſt, whereas 
ſince theſe Prizes have been render'dof no Profit, what private Men of War we 
have go to the Spaniſh Coaft chigfly, whereby Our Trade there is interrupted, 
and our Iſland left naked. .
